COUNCIL 
IGNORED

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THE financial crisis currently en¬ 
gulfing Harlow Council was pre¬ 
dicted 18 MONTHS ago, according 
to its former financial director. 

Martin Hone, who quit his 
job last February to work in 
Southend-on-Sea, claims he 
warned that more than £lm 
of savings was needed as 
early as June 2006 but was 
ignored by senior council¬ 
lors and officers. 

He told the Star a report he 
wrote highlighting his financial 
concerns was discussed by the 
council’s policy and resources 
committee. 

But he claims the then-council 
leader Kevin Brooks, who has 
since been widely credited for 
reversing the council’s earlier 
financial difficulties, refused to 
accept his advice. 

“He really kicked off about it, 
said Mr Hone. “He had influence 
over many Labour and Liberal 
Democrat councillors and per¬ 
suaded them to block our pro¬ 
posals. As a result, we never 
really got to grips with the prob¬ 
lems.” 

He added: “When I left in 
February, I could see the writing 
was on the wall. Harlow Council 
now has three months to sort out 
this mess instead of almost two 
years.” 

However, Mr Brooks rub¬ 
bished the claims and said Mr 
Hone had made an unsuccessful

complaint to the local govern¬ 
ment watchdog over the dispute. 

“It’s true he had a forecast for 
about a £ 1.1m shortfall but none 


of the items he identified were 
relevant to the current over¬ 
spend,” he said. 

“His report in June 2006 is a 
complete red herring. The items 
making up his forecast have 
been proved erroneous and bear 


no relation at all to the items 
making up the 2007-08 over¬ 
spend.” 

Mr Brooks also said the report 
had failed to include 
Government-required efficiency 
savings or savings from the cre¬ 


ation of Kier Harlow, the private 
company partly owned by the 
council which carries out many 
of the services previously run in- 
house. 

He added: “The man is just 
motivated by malice.” 


Family's distress 
at grave damage

A GRIEVING woman was dis¬ 
traught when she visited her 
father’s grave, only to find it had 
been damaged by workmen. 

Susan Twomey was appalled to dis¬ 
cover stone borders surrounding Dennis 
Harvey’s resting place at Parndon Wood 
Crematorium and Cemetery had been 
broken by contractors working for 
Harlow Council, which runs the facility. 

In addition, the grave had subsided leaving 
the headstone sloping and its base exposed. 

The damage was caused by the digging of 
a plot which had been squeezed in next to Mr 
Harvey’s. 

The complaint from Mrs Twomey, of 
Chelsea Gardens, Harlow, comes just days 
after the Star published details of a report of 
a Government health and safety inspector 
which criticised failures at the cemetery, 
including collapsed graves. 

Mrs Twomey said she was devastated by 
the damage which had ruined plans to have 
relatives pay their respects over the New Year 
period. 

“I can’t have family visit him now, it would 
be heartbreaking,” she said. 

“I don’t know why the council has done 
this. I can only imagine it’s a case of trying to 
make as much money as possible by packing 


in as many graves as possible. 

“I couldn’t believe they could be so insen¬ 
sitive as to leave it in such a state. The space 
between the graves is now only a matter of 
inches - it’s disgraceful.” 

Cemetery bosses have agreed to carry out 
repair work but Mrs Twomey remains furious 
about the proximity of the new plot. 

“My brother is now considering paying out 
£1,600 to buy the adjacent plot, just so they 
can’t do anything else to my father’s grave,” 


she said. “It should never have come to this.” 

The council has since apologised to Mrs 
Twomey for the situation but claimed present 
ground conditions made a small amount of 
disturbance unavoidable during the excava¬ 
tion. 

A spokeswoman added: “All possible 
short-term repairs and restoration have now 
been carried out and, once the ground dries 
out, full repairs and replacement of top soil 
and grass seed will be implemented.”

Lubbock dad hopeful about 
outcome of second inquiry 


TERRY Lubbock hopes 2008 
will bring answers about the 
death of his son following a 
party at Michael Barrymore’s 
former Roy don home. 

He has been assured by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission that Essex Police 
will be ready to reveal the 
results of a second investigation 
into the death of his son Stuart. 

The father-of-two died in 
2001 after being pulled uncon¬ 
scious from Mr Barrymore’s 
pool. A post mortem examina¬ 
tion showed he had suffered 
severe internal injuries. 

Mr Lubbock (63), of Great 
Brays, Harlow, has now fully 
recovered after suffering an ill¬ 
ness last month which left him 
semi-conscious and hospi¬ 


talised. 

He maintains there were seri¬ 
ous flaws in the original inves¬ 
tigation which led the Essex 
coroner to record an open ver¬ 
dict into his death. 

Speaking to the Star, Mr 
Lubbock said: “I am now fully 
recovered and raring to go and 
the new year represents 
renewed hope and a turning 
point. 

“There are hopeful signs 
ahead that the police have con¬ 
cluded their second inquiry and 
have hopefully sent their find¬ 
ings to the coroner.” 

Mr Lubbock said the IPCC’s 
verdict into the first investiga¬ 
tion should be available in 
March and he is also hopeful 
there may be a second inquest.

SIR, At a time when Essex Police

HOSPITAL chiefs have 
apologised to the family of 
a Harlow woman after 
failing to respond to a cat¬ 
alogue of shortcomings 
highlighted by regulators. 

Bosses at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital made an 
apologetic telephone call to 
Guilfords resident Colin 
Simpson (58) on Thursday 
after admitting they still had 
not answered a series of com¬ 
plaints about the care of his 
wife as the result of an over¬ 
sight. 

In a 16-page letter sent to the 
hospital trust on November 9, 
Healthcare Commission case 
manager Stephen Quinn listed a 
number of apparent failures by 
staff to which he wanted answers. 

He also set out a number of 
recommendations to prevent mis¬ 
takes being repeated and further 
instructed the trust to contact Mr 
Simpson in writing to acknowl¬ 
edge the letter and then again by 
or on December 13 to respond to 
the recommendations. 

However, a spokesman for the 
trust confirmed this had not been 
done. Speaking to the Star, he 
said: “Mr Simpson will be receiv¬ 
ing a very apologetic phone call 
about this. It’s being sorted out as 
we speak. 

“What happened is that our 
patient affairs manager spoke to 
the Healthcare Commission to 
buy some more time to get the 
response together and the

Commission agreed to an exten¬ 
sion. Mrs Simpson’s family 
should have been informed of this 
but they weren’t and that was an 
oversight on the part of the trust, 
for which we apologise.” 

The spokesman added that Mr 
Simpson would receive a full 
written response by the end of 
this week. 

As reported previously, PAH 
stands charged with a number of 
serious claims by the family of 
Mrs Simpson - who is now cared 
for at Rivers hospital, in High 
Wych - over the care she received 
in Locke Ward after she suffered 
a brain stem stroke in February 
2005. 

These include allegations of 
poor staff training, poor manage¬ 
ment, faulty equipment, bad 
record-keeping, insensitive com¬ 
ments from a consultant and a 
cavalier attitude to investigating 
and responding to complaints. 

In his letter, Mr Quinn upholds 
many of these complaints, in 
some cases citing expert advice, 
and criticises PAH for not doing 
more to resolve the family’s ini¬ 
tial complaints. 

Mr Simpson added: “These 
sorts of delaying tactics by the 
PAH have been the story through¬ 
out. It seems to me that they are 
just trying to wear me down until 
I give up, but that’s not going to 
happen.”

Sarah Patterson (26), of Potter 
Street, Harlow, pleaded guilty to 
robbery when she appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

John Caudle, prosecuting, said 
Patterson went into Martin’s 
Newsagent on July 29 and asked 
for two packets of cigarettes but 
the cashier was suspicious and 
held them back. 

Patterson left but five minutes 
later returned and selected two 
bars of chocolate and a newspaper 
before moving to a till where a 
customer was being served. 

As the customer waked away, 
Patterson grabbed the arm of the 
cashier, pulled a bread knife from 


her clothing and snatched £180 
from the till. 

The cashier ran off screaming 
and Patterson helped herself to 
confectionary and tobacco before 
leaving with a haul worth £240. 

She was arrested when she 
walked in to a police station a 
week later and confessed. She said 
she committed the robbery 
because of a drug debt and had 
been threatened by her dealer. 

The court, sitting on December 
21, was told that a few weeks after 
the incident the cashier died but 
her death was not linked to the 
robbery. 

Ian Boyes, in mitigation, said 
Patterson gave herself up and had 
expressed contrition from the out¬ 
set.

R eaders of our 

business page will be 
aware of the closure 
on New Year’s Eve of one of 
Harlow’s oldest retailers - 
mens wear store Glanville. 
The shop, latterly trading on the 
first floor of the Harvey Centre, 
was the longest continuously 
trading business in The High. 

But this week, 50 years after it 
first opened, the shutters were 
pulled down for the last time. 
Glanville only moved to the Harvey 
Centre in 2004 - for 26 years before 
it was based in West Gate and, 
before that, from 1957-78 in Little 
Walk. 

Our picture shows the store in its 
original guise in 1960, the days 
before the thoroughfare was covered 
over to create the town’s first indoor 
shopping mall. A damaged print 
was sent in by Glanville employee 
of 36 years Frank Raven, although 
we are grateful to The Museum of 
Harlow for supplying us with

another copy in much better 
condition. 

Mr Raven (62) recalled the history 
of the business, named after founder 
Eric Glanville Weare and which 
once also had branches in Ipswich 
and Bury St Edmunds. 

“We had a long history in Harlow 
but we changed and moved with the 
times,” the Orchard Lane resident 
told Nostalgia. “In the early days 
we used to do boys’ schoolwear and 
the manager at the time, Bill 
Haycock, designed the uniform 
colour schemes and school badges 
of most schools in the town. 

“Later on, when uniforms fell out of 
favour, we got out of that and 
moved into other areas. In the ’60s, 
we opened a boutique called Focus, 
in West Gate. These were the days 
before designer wear as we know it 
today but it meant that, for the first 


time, you didn’t have to get your 
clothes from the same place as your 
dad!” 

Mr Raven explained how Glanville 
began specialising in designer 
clothes in 1986. “We were always 
upmarket, if you like, always 
stocking top-quality stuff, but that’s 
not to say all the customers were 
posh. Mainly, it would be your 
average guy who saved up to get 
something really good because he 
knew it would wear better and last 
longer. 

“But although the quality remained 
good, the styles certainly changed 
over the years - when 1 started it 
was all suits but from the early ’90s 
onwards, jeans were a big part of 
the business.” 

Although he mourned Glanville’s 
closure, Mr Raven told Nostalgia he 
felt working in retail had lost its 
fun, citing longer hours and the 
advent of Sunday trading as key 
factors.

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School protestors 
to continue fight 


A YEAR after governors chose to relocate 
Passmores School and create a “superschool”, 
both planners and campaigners have stepped up 
a gear. 

Essex County Council will soon be placing statutory notices 
regarding the £20m state-of-the-art facilities around the 


Tendring Road school and at 
the proposed site off Tracyes 
Road. 

When the governors 
agreed in principle in 
December 2006 to the reloca¬ 
tion of the school, they insist¬ 
ed upon five caveats to be 
agreed with ECC. 

However, a letter sent 
home to parents before the 
Christmas break suggested 
some of the demands have 
been watered down. 

Governors originally asked 
that children from the 
school’s traditional feeder 
schools be given priority for 
the new facility despite it 
being located on the other 
side of town. This has now 
been changed, with priority 
given to children closer to the 
present site regardless of 
their primary school. 

A year on and the issues 
regarding transport and 
pupils near the present site 
getting free travel to the new 
school have not been resol¬ 
ved. 

Jim Rogers, spokesman for 
the Save Passmores Action 
Group which has been fight¬ 
ing to keep the school in 
Tendring Road, told the Star:

“We are still determined to 
stop this relocation and we are 
now even more mindful of the 
facts of regeneration. 

“Why close down a school 
in one area and open it up 
somewhere else? That will 
only leave you needing to 
build another school where 
you’ve left the gap because of 
all the planned growth for the 
town.” 

However, Passmores head¬ 
teacher Vic Goddard said: “I 
am delighted to see the 
progress being made to meet 
the five caveats set out by the 
governors of Passmores back 
in December 2006 but, of 
course, we wait with interest 
the decision regarding the 
funding approval. 

“I know that the final deci¬ 
sion by the governing body 
will be taken with the best 
interests of all the learners, 
present and future, of 
Passmores School and I look 
forward to being a part of that 
future whatever the decision 
that is made.”

Mugger broke finger of OAP

A MAN who snatched the hand¬ 
bag of a pensioner as she 
returned home from a doctor’s 
appointment has been jailed. 

The 78-year-old victim was 
walking in Pittman’s Field, 
Harlow, when Benjamin 
O’Mahoney grabbed the bag with 
such force it broke her finger.

Regular readers of this page may remember 
the piece we wrote about the Magna Carta a 
few months ago, but for those of you who 
don't this important legal document, written 
hundreds of years ago during a time we now 
refer to as the Middle Ages, helped form the 
basis of many of the laws we have today. 


The Magna Carta, which is Latin for great 
charter, was written in 1215 following an 
argument about how much power the king of 
England should have over his subjects. 

By signing it. King John agreed that he could 
no longer have the power to do anything he 
wanted and that he would be subject to the 
laws of the land. 

There are only 17 copies left in the whole 
world and the copy which was sold last 
month dates all the way back to 1297. 


It was bought by a businessman called David 
Rubenstein who said he was happy to pay 
the huge price as it was the only copy of the 
Magna Carta in America. 

He also promised that he would put the 
priceless document on public display so 
everyone would be able to see it. 

David Redden from Sotheby's, the 
auctioneers which sold Mr Rubenstein the 
copy, described it as the most important 
document in the world.

invaded the kitchen. 

ESSEX County Council leader Lord 
Hanningfield slates Harlow as being 
the worst-run town in the county. He 
also accused MP Bill Rammell of 
spreading falsehoods about the county 
council in relation to its plans for The 
Square and the cost of highways 
work. 

MEN in Harlow are revealed as 
being among the worst in the 
conntry for cutting their life 
expectancy by excessive drinking. 
Figures show the average Harlow 
man was losing a year of his 
existence. 


NOVEMBER 

FEARS grow that hundreds of jobs 
are to be axed at pharmaceutical giant 
GlaxoSmith Kline as part of a 
worldwide “operation excellence 
programme”. The announcement 
comes only a week after Ra5hheon 
Systems and Pitney Bowes announced 
job cuts. 

HARLOW Council appears to have 
completed a spectacular turn¬ 
around after the audit commission 
names it the fastest improving local 
authority in the conntry and rates 
its performance as ‘good’. The 
praise comes after the council was 
given the lowest possible 
performance rating in 2004 due to a 
catalogue of failures, including 
financial mismanagement and poor 
leadership. 

OFSTED inspectors highlight 
shortcomings at Harlow College in a 
damning report which stated that it 
had failed to make significant 
progress in three key areas. It also 
said a majority of teaching staff did 
not have teaching qualifications. 

HERO firefighter Mark Roythorne 
(41) saves his neighbour from a 
house blaze in Orchard Croft while 
off-duty, breaking in through the 
patio doors to make the rescue. 


DECEMBER 

TERRY Lubbock celebrated after 
being awarded £6,800 from the 
Criminal Injuries Compensation 
Authority over the death of his son 
Stuart, who was found floating in 
Michael Barrymore’s pool in 2001. 

He received £5,500 over as 
compensation for injuries which led to 
Stuart’s death and a further £1,300 to 
cover funeral expenses. 

HARLOW pool is officially closed 
with immediate effect after 
councillors followed officers’ 
recommendations to shot it on 
health and safety grounds. 

A SHOCKING £1.8M black hole is 
revealed in Harlow Council’s budget, 
raising fears that services could again 
be cut to plug the deficit in a move 
reminiscent of 2005, which saw the 
axe fall on a number of community 
facilities to balance the books. 

HEALTH and safety inspectors 
back nnion claims that staff at the 
conncil-run Parndon Wood 
Crematorinm are being put at risk 
after an inspection raised a 
catalogue of health and safety 
concerns. 


JULY 

THE town’s music scene was in 
mourning after the death of “real life 
Superman” James Redington. The 28- 
year-old helped at the Square as a 
Rock School tutor and died of a rare 
condition which can cause sudden 
death. 

PARKING was highlighted as the 
biggest gripe among visitors to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, 
according to a survey carried out by 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell. 
Cleanliness, waiting times and 
quality of food also figured 
prominently among the concerns of 
those questioned. 

A PUPPY needed emergency 
treatment after it was mauled by a 
cross-breed terrier in the first of a 
spate of dog-on-dog attacks to be 
reported in the town. 

CAR owner Janet Jennings was 
outraged after her Ford Focus was 
towed by the council, despite being 
legally parked. The 39-year-old was 
fuming after council chiefs told her 
she wonld have to pay £130 to have 


the vehicle retnrned to her. 


AUGUST 

A STAR investigation found crime 
and anti-social behaviour at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital occurring at a rate 
of at least one incident a day. Between 
April 1 and May 31, 2007 there were 
five assaults on staff and 26 incidents 
of nuisance behaviour. 

POLICE investigate claims that 
Eastern Europeans are poaching 
carp from waterways in the town 
after an angler claimed to have seen 
a man catch a fish, stab it and walk 
off with it from Harlow Common 
pond.

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Tenant fears mouldy 
walls are health risk

A DESPERATE council tenant 
claims her health is being put at 
risk after four years spent living in 
a damp flat. 

Janet Creak (46) says the walls and 
ceilings in her Little Pynchons home are 
covered in mould and its floors are con¬ 
stantly wet. 

The excess moisture has caused electrical 
items to be ruined, the flat’s electrical circuit to 


blow and doors on her 
newly fitted kitchen 
cabinets to warp. 

She also blames the 
conditions for her 
recent bouts of breath¬ 
lessness and failing 
eyesight and has even 
cancelled an opera¬ 
tion, fearing the 
atmosphere would be 
potentially dangerous 
for her recuperation. 

She told the coun¬ 
cil about the problem 
when she moved in 
during 2003 but says 
the issue is still to be 
addressed. 

To add to her frus¬ 
tration, she said a 
plumber visited the 
property a month ago 
and said he could 
hear running water 
behind the walls from 
the flat above but was 
unable to help and 
recommended she 
call an inspector, who 
she claims didn’t 
show up. 

“I feel I’m banging 
my head against a 
brick wall and the 
council is just not lis¬ 
tening,” complained 
Ms Creak. 

“I’m fighting a los¬ 


ing battle. It’s a waste 
of wages when the 
staff can’t do what 
they are paid to out of 
our taxes and rents.” 

A Harlow Council 
spokesman said exte¬ 
nsive work had been 
carried out to the bed¬ 
sit, including replac¬ 
ing all the windows, 
working on the damp 
proof course, apply¬ 
ing fungal washes to 
the wall and repairing 
the cavity wall on the 
property and that no 
structural or mainte¬ 
nance problems were 
found which would 
cause the damp. 

“We have given her 
advice on housekeep¬ 
ing practices and are 
looking at fitting an 
air extractor system in 
the property,” he said. 

“The block is also 
due to have cavity 
insulation installed as 
part of a programme 
of works. There are 
measures that the ten¬ 
ant can take to 
improve the situa¬ 
tion.” 


Keeping warm 
is top priority

KEEPING a warm household should be top 
priority for the elderly when it comes to 
making new year resolutions, according to 
local health chiefs.

PCT spoksewoman Jenny Minihane, 
said: “People aged over 65 who have a seri¬ 
ous heart complaint, breathing problems or 
who have had a stroke or a long-term chron¬ 
ic disease can find it more difficult to stay 
well over the winter period. 

“These resolutions will help people to 
keep warm and well and some of these sim¬ 
ple steps will help to safeguard those most at 
risk this winter.”

A WORD of warning. This motley bunch of noise- 
terrorists produce something my dear old nan would 
probably describe as a "bleedin' racket" and I'm sure it 
won’t only be the older members of society who'd be 
inclined to agree.

Players look to 
ancient Greece

Although thankfully Grant-less, 
there’s little shying away from the 
overtly feminine appeal of this 
saccharine-sweet offering. 

The brilliant Hilary Swank - double 
Oscar-winner for her ‘male roles’, 
dressing up as a boy in Boys Don’t 
Cry and as a boxer in Million Dollar 
Baby - goes all girly to play Holly 
Kennedy while the ilber masculine 
Gerard Efutler, seen with spray-on six- 
pack in the fabulous 300 last year, 
plays her husband Gary. 

The pair meet when Holly gets 
lost while travelling in Ireland, the 
sparks fly and they are soon 
engaged, despite Holly’s tender 
years an much to the chagrin of 
her mother (Kathy Bates). 

But then Gary dies of a brain 
tumour, leaving Holly widowed 
before her 30th year and 
unable to cope with her 
seemingly bleak future without 
her soul mate. 


Best friends Denise and Sharon 
(Lisa Kudrow and Gina Gershon) 
rally around to pull her from her 
melancholy, but to no avail. 

On her birthday, however, a cake 
and a letter arrive at Holly’s 
apartment from her late 
husband, giving her instructions 
on how to get on without him - 
ooh, the arrogance. 

After a few adventures with her 
pals. Holly slowly rebuilds her life 
and learns to see a brighter future. 
This kind of posthumous guardian 
angel thing has been done before 
in the weird Jack Frost, where a 
father is reincarnated as a 
snowman, and also in the boring 
tear-jerker My Life in which a dad 
records a video of himself to teach 
his unborn son how to get on in life. 
There is, however, a strong comedic 
vein running through this offering 
and that might be enough for it to 
keep its head above the field.

PITHY one-liners are the order of the day 
as the apparently last man on earth - who 
happens to be Will Smith, no less - 
battles to save the human race. 

Based on Richard Matheson’s classic 1954 
novel of the same name, the future shock 
themes feel as relevant today, if not more 
so, than the post-war, post-A-bomb 
paranoia of Communist witch-hunting 
America at the time of its first publication. 
Scientist Robert Neville (Smith) awakens 
one morning to find 90 per cent of the 
human race wiped-out and the remaining 
10 per cent transformed into freakish 
flesh-eating night stalkers after a cure for 
cancer has horrific side-effects. 

Neville is immune and decides to use his 
own genetic make-up to bring his 
vampiric foes, who are hiding in alleys 
and using ever more ingenious methods 
to snare him, back to some semblance of 
humanity. 

And only having a German shepherd dog 
as company means Neville is lacking 
human contact and starts cracking up, 
questioning whether the human race is 
worth saving at all. 

Whereas this should have started 
discussions on descent-of-man 
philosophies, questioning the ethics of 
medicine and aitruism, it turns into an 
action thriller with its Hollywood brow 
stubbornly stuck in low mode. 

Smith is, however, as predictably 
watchable as ever, but don’t expect him 
to appear in anything with a modicum of 
intelligence any time soon.

Wu-Tang Clan (album, Bodog) 

Self-proclaimed Clan leader and production maestro RZA may 
well have lost his mind. In a move sure to polarise fans and 
group members alike, the long-awaited return of New York’s 
finest rap collective (their first album since 2001) is all skewed 
psychedelia and wigged-out hippie-hop on the mother of all 
comedowns. But while pious hip-hop traditionalists will 
inevitably frown upon this unexpected about-turn, there can be 
no argument that this is one of the freshest and most innovative 
rap albums in years. From the Funkadelic-esque guitar freakout 
of Unpredictable to the soul-jazz/Beatles crossover The Heart 
Gently Weeps via the swaggering Take It Back, this may prove to 
be the last chapter in the Clan’s 14-year career, but they’re 
certainly going down fighting. 

FUR AND GOLD 

Bat For Lashes (album, Parlophone) 

Despite it being a debut album, female soloist Natasha Khan, 


pictured right, sings and synths 
her way through all 11 tracks 
to deliver a CD which would 
fool even the most avid of 
music fans into thinking she 
had been on the scene for 
years. The poetic lyrics coupled 
with melodic, vivid synthetics, 
creates a sombre album 
reminiscent of some of 
Portishead’s early work. Bat 
For Lashes may not be on par 
with their genius but give it a 
few more years and who 
knows.

Chasing glory but heading for a fall 


SERAPHIM FALLS 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 15, retail & rental) 

Director and co-writer David Von Ancken clearly set 
out to craft a gritty Western in the modern vein, all 
taciturn unreadable men brutalised by each other 
and the harsh iconic landscapes through which 
they wander in pursuit of savage blood feuds and 
redemption. 

He almost made it, too - the first 90 minutes of 
Seraphim Falls is a breakneck tale of bloody 
revenge and a relentless chase through a frozen 
wilderness, but when it comes to the finale he 
whips out his narrative six-gun and fires off one 
blank after another until the hammer’s just clicking 
on air and the final credits roll. 

The film opens strongly with Gideon (Pierce 
Brosnan) stumbling through the snow, hunted by 
the implacable Carver (Liam Neeson) and his 
posse of hired guns for a crime which only 
becomes apparent as the tale unfolds. 

Both leads give astonishingly committed 
performances; Brosnan, In particular, emotes the 
physical suffering of his character so strongly that 
you worry for his health as Gideon Is variously 
shot, harried, nearly drowned in a freezing river 
and plunged Into the hostile elements with his life 
hanging by a thread. 

Much of this section of the film is so persuasively 
occupied by the simple Imperative of survival that it 
can’t help but call to mind the writing of Jack 
London, particularly his harrowing tale of Yukon 
hardships To Build A Fire, when Gideon, hiding up 
a pine tree, ambushes one of his pursuers and 
opens his belly just for the brief chance of warming 
his frostbitten hands within. 

There’s not much in the way of dialogue In these 
early sections, but with its icy panoramas and men 
suffering stoically in them, exposition and over¬ 
verbosity would have only detracted from the tone. 
The first indication of something adrift in the film’s 
seemingly sure grasp of its narrative can be 
glimpsed in the way it treats Carver’s cohorts, their 
thinly written roles little more than perfunctory and 
way too over-reliant on the actors to give them 
some sort of presence. The excellent gravel-voiced 
Michael Wincott is particularly wasted In a nothing 
role, considering how strong he was In a 
comparable part In Jim Jarmusch’s hugely 
underrated Dead Man. 

But it’s when the two protagonists get to within 
spitting distance of each other for their final conflict 
that it all starts to come unravelled. Perhaps Von 
Ancken and his fellow writer Abby Everett Jacques 
had some quasl-mystlc ending in mind all along, 
but it feels more as If a third party with a 
completely different agenda was drafted in to 
rewrite at the last. 

One moment. Carver and Gideon are trekking 
through a blasted desert, shedding a little more of 
their humanity and resources with each step, and 
the next they’re meeting up with a cliched wise 
Indian camped out in the middle of nowhere for no 
apparent reason other than to be met by them. 

And the less said the better about Angelica 
Huston’s completely random cameo as a travelling 



snake oil saleswoman who sets the stage for the 
climactic showdown. Is she supposed to be the 
Devil? A roving agent of Fate? Who cares? All that’s 
important is that her brief interjection completely 
derails the movie and saps any interest in a 
conclusion which would have felt an unsatisfying 
cheat in any event.

THE BLACK CAT 

(Shameless, 18, retail) 

Horror aficionados more familiar with Lucio Fulci’s 
trademark movies such as Zombie Flesh Eaters, 

The Beyond and The New York Ripper might be 
mildly surprised by his 1981 venture Into Edgar 
Allan Poe territory. 

True, there is a little splash gore here and there, but 
largely It’s an exercise in sustained gothic 
atmosphere, making the most of its rural English 
locations to create an aura of rustic unease as 
loopy clairvoyant Robert Miles (the unique, 
otherworldly presence of Patrick Magee) engages in 
some sort of power struggle with his evidently 
malicious black cat while undertaking experiments 
at the local graveyard in a bid to contact the dead. 
These sequences are eerie indeed, with brooding 
Magee in his fire-lit study listening to the half- 
intelligible recordings he’s made of voices 
muttering from the other side. 

His relationship with the crafty beast of the title is 
never satisfactorily explained, although that’s a 
small gripe within a fairly chaotic narrative in which 
the cat seems to be setting up and conducting a 
series of murders - or, as the denouement hints, 
may equally be the agent of Miles’ murderous 
subconscious. 


There is, of course, very little of Poe In here beyond 
the title, the presence of a malign feline and the 
original story’s walled-up climax (the latter of 
which seems thrown in almost as an afterthought), 
but there’s certainly plenty to enjoy in the film’s 
well-realised ambience and the kind of 
confrontational Spaghetti western editing/shooting 
style with lingering huge close-ups of Magee’s eyes 
cut back and forth with those of his four-legged 
nemesis.

VENUS IN FURS 

(Shameless, 18, retail) 

Although fairly racy for 1969, Massimo Dallamano’s 
adaptation of Leopold von Sacher-Masoch’s minor 
erotic classic of self-degrading love Is a little 
lightweight to carry its own reputation. 

Regis Vallee plays Severln, a sexual voyager whose 
childhood peeping instilled in him a taste for 
voyeurism which is reawakened when he spots 
Euro sexpot Laura Antonelli writhing about on furs. 
He falls for her big time but can only get his jollies 
by watching her from concealment as she generally 
frolics in soft core abandon and takes a number of 
lovers at his encouragement, a state of affairs 
which, not surprisingly, kindles her contempt for 
him - which he probably enjoys in any event. 

An overly languid pace doesn’t do the movie many 
favours and it’s every bit as silly as It Is titillating. 
Sacher-Masoch may have been sincere in his 
passions, but Severin’s antics left me wanting to 
reach into the screen to give him a swift slap and 
tell him to pull himself together.

Hospital in Harlow on December 18 after fail¬ 
ing to win his battle with cancer. 

A funeral service was due to be held at 
Harlow Crematorium at 2pm today (Thursday 
January 3).

Kirby backs referee as match is called off
